In addition, the results were extremely biassed, ’\i7hen the Editor wasi 
studying the completed sheets of both sexes, one thing stood out. Oni 
most sheets one boy, or girl, scored top marks and other females vjero 
severely depressed (or other males, of course). It was very interest- 
ing seeing which sheets were, reciprocal and which weren’t, but all 
these details are confidential. A very clear picture of who is chasing 
who emerged. Unfo.r t unate ly , none of the vote sheets were signed. This 
entailed several hours of detective work (e.g. one female mentions 
casually that she likes sofand-so’s hair, but his physique is poor.
